conducive to the diſcipline of a regiment, than 
having a number of non-commiſlioned officers, 
who are cxpert drills.— They ſhould be ſober, 


eminently good-tempered, and underſtand the me- 
thod of teaching perfectly; they ſhould be capable 


of diſtinguiſhing want of capacity from inatten- 


tion, or idleneſs. Some men take up their exer- 


ciſe rapidly, while others require a conſiderable 
time; nor is it unfrequent that the latter, in the 
end, turn out the molt expert foldiers: the fre- 
quent uſe of the cane at exercile ſhould be pro- 


hibited ; additional drill hours will be tound al 


more ſ:lutary puniſhment. _

Ille is next to be taught to march at ordinary and 
quick time; the former not lets than frventy two, 

the latter one hundred and twenty ſteps in a mi— 
nute; length of pace thirty inches, and frequent 
intervals of reſt may be allowed: drill twice a day 
will be ſufficient; the morning ſhould be employed 
in ſetting up, facing and marching, the evening in 
a walking drill, This laſt does not ſeem in ceneral 
to ſtand in that degree of eſtimation, or meet with 
the attention it molt certainly deſerves, as nothing 
is more eflential to the appearance and air of the 
dragoon. The men ſhould frequently paſs by the 
perſon who conducts the drill, at an eafy, uncon- 
ſtrained pace, their arms moving, heads properly 
up, and walk with a firm, lengthy ſtep: they 
thould next falute him, as they pals to both hands, 
if on the left, they muſt ſalute with the right hand, 

and vice verla ; and always look full in : face ot 
the perſon ſaluted, with a proper ſoldier- like con- 
fidence: this will ſoon. diveſt them of their auk- 
ward rultic gait and manner, and perfect them in 
the graceful walk, and military air, ſo conſpicuous 
and becoming, in the diſciplined foldicr.

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RIDING SCHOOL. 


HE recruit being brought into the riding 
1 ichool, and a ſteady quict horle ready fo 
the purpoſe, he is taught to mount as follows: 
be horſe muſt be placed ſtanding even on all 
fours, the man facing the ſame way, his right hand 
graſping the rein of the ſnafſſe bridle, near to, but 
not preſſed againſt the horſe's neck; heels together, 
and in a line with the horſe's fore feet. On the 
word of command, he faces to the horſe on the 
left heel, takes up the end of the reins with the 
fore finger and thumb of the right hand, intro- 
duces the little finger of the leſt hand betwixt the 
reins, draws up the reins ſo as to ſhorten them pro- 
perly with the right hand, reſting the left on the 
horſe's neck, throws the reins to the off fide with 
the right hand, graſps a handful of the mane with 
the right hand, and puts it into the leit, ſeizes the 
upper part of the near ſtirrup with the right hand, 


and puts in the left foot as far as the ball of the great 


toe, right arm hanging down by the right fide. 
He ſeizes the off part of the cantle of the ſaddle 
with the right hand, hops lightly, and raiſes him- 
ſelf erect, and ſtanding for a moment in the ſtirrup, 
with his heels cloſe together, raifes his right leg 


and thigh, and paſſes them over the horſe's croup, 


ſhitting the right hand from the cantle to the pum- 
mel of the ſaddle; the weight of the body being 
ſupported by that hand, till the man is lightly ſeated 
in the centre of the ſaddle ; the hand to be looſed

thighs well turned to the laddle; legs hanging

HE recruit being mounted, and placed in 
poſition, a caveſſon thould be put on the horſe, 
the teacher holding the end of the longe, and the 


horſe walked a jew turns to the right, then be 


brought up to the centre of the circle; a tew turns 
more to the left, attending very minutely to the 
poſition of the rider.

hen the recruit is practiſed in the trot, and faſt 
on ſits horſe, let him proceed to a callop. Ihe 
horſe muſt lead with the infide leg before and be- 
hind, and tlie rider ſhould be taught to know when 
His horſe goes e, without looking down at his 
legs. Practice aud attention ui foon enable him 
to do this; as when a horſe gallops falſe, or dil- 
united, his motion is always rough and unpleaſant 
to his rider. As the horſe increaſes his pace, the 
rider's body mult lcan proportionally more back, 
and to the inſide of the circle ; his legs muſt be 
kept ſteadv, and not work againſt the horke's fides, 


and the ſpurs by no means to be uſed, unleſs there 


is an abſolute neceflity for it, in which caſe it will 
be pointed out by the teacher. 

The teacher cannot too often inculcate the Pro- 
priety and neceiſity of a /t liweſv hand on horſe- 


back. Io this end, when a recruit begins to ride 


with a fnaſitc bridle, he ſhould be taught to play 
the bit in the horſe's mouth, and conſtantly to feel 
and eaic him; this not only lightens the man's 
han, but preſerves and often reſtores the ſenſibility 


of a horſe's mouth, rendered callous by hard pul- 


ling and bad riding. When he comes to ride with 
bit and curb, his horie ſhould not be allowed to 


move five yards at any pace, without relaxing his 


reins, and feeling the horſe's mouth again. This 
thould be done by the movement of the wriſt of 
the bridle hand only; the arm from the wrilt to 
the ſhoulder being at all times, and in all paces, 
to be kept pertectly ſteady, the clbow touching 
the ſide, and not to Move or be influenced by the 
horſe's motion.

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THE SQUARE. 


WR there is no riding-houſe convenient, 


the following mode of leflon, on an oblong 
{quare, in the open field, will antwer fully as well. 
Let four poles, rather longer than thoſe of ca: mp 
colours, with a tlag of linen, eighteen inches ſquare 


at the top of each, and ſhod with pointed irons at . 


the bottom, be put down, fo as to tori a ſquare of 
fifty yards long, by twenty-five broad. When the 
man has had lus leſſon in the longe, let lum be ſent 
to the ſquare, where a properly qualiſied perſon 
ſhould attend to give him the lollowing leſſon. 

Let him bring his horſe into the center ot the 


tquare (the caveſſon previoully taken off) and place 


himſelt in the delcribed potition on horichack, his 
ſtirrups properly fitted; that is, when his legs hang 
with their own weight, the bar on which the foot 
reſts ſhould hang as low as the inſide of the man's 
ancle ; reins property taken up and divided, and 


bridle hand and arm properiv placed. On the

Riding Leſſon for a Regiment. 


ET a ſquare with camp-colours, and of the 
lame dimenſions as in plate No. I. be laid 
down tor each troop, on the ſame line, and about 


twenty yards interval, one from another—A per- 


ſon properly qualified ſhould be appointed to ſu— 
perintend cach ſquare. The flags of each troop 


ſhould be diſtinguiſhed by the letter of the troop 


being marked on them. 


The regiment drawn up in line, each troop op-

men the commanding officer may think proper, to 


be ſent to each ſquare; or if the troops are not

"The teacher will then put them through the follow:

"The number of men appointed for the leſſon 
move forward in a rank entire by the right, and 


when advanced to the middle of the ſquare front 


the right to the right tile, with a horte's length 
interval between each ; ; walk one turn to the right, 


double, change: one turn to the leſt, double, 


change.

Thus, an entire regiment may get a riding leſſon 
under the eye of the comm: anding officer, with 
the utmoſt regularity, and in a ſhort ſpace of time. 
Particular attention ſhould be paid to the ſeveral 
circumſtances of hand, ſcat, and polition : during 


the leſſons the moſt invincible moderation and 
good temper from the man towards his horſe thould 


be inſiſted on. Spurs to be very ſparingly uſed ; 
and pulling a dead weight, or jerking at the horſes 
mouths, not to be permitted on any account. 

As the above tIciton, it properly timed, will not 
take up more than an hour and a quarter ior tlie 
whole regiment, it may be practiled with advan- 
tage on field-days before exerciſe; and may be 
varied by one day walking and trotting only, = 
out ſtirrups. The next, walk, trot, and gallop, 
cc ſtirrups: but all leſtons in the longe, whether 
of recruits, or men in a more advanced ſtate ot 
b horſenranſhip, mould be without ſlirrups. 

When the troops come to ride with bit and 
bradon, each man il: og be provided with a ſtick, 
exactly the length of his ſword, which he ſhould 
carry in the ſame p polition as e would his ſwerd: 
the too frequent uſe oi the bradon will, by this 
means, be prevented. A regiment of cav alry can- 
not be ſaid to be properly diſciplined, until the 
men are able to perform all their mancuvres

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REAT attention is neceſſary to the treatment

That every rider muſt be patient and temperate 


with his horſe; and every teacher eminently fo with 


both. 
That it is belt to prev ent the poſlibility of reſ- 


 tivenels and anger in the horle, by a ſufficient pre- 


paration of previous leſſons; and that both man 
and horſe ſhould. be duly prepared before ney pro- 
ceed to a new one. 

Leſſons ſhould be ſhort and lively, fo as not to 


weary the mind or body of man or horſe : they 


ſhould be finiſhed correctly by patience and perſe- 


verance. Let the miſunderſtood part of a leflon 
be tried again, and a few ſteps only being ob- 
tained, halt—and ditmils ng rider or the horſe.

tre: retreated by turning their horſes fingly to the 
right or left about, taking care that the horſes 
turn with an advancing motion, and notbe allowed 
to go back, and men dreſling as before; told off 
by right and lett files, and advance and retreat by 
alternate files. The leflon thould always terminate 
by reining back, and advancing again to the fame

V HEN well performed, this is a very im- 


portant movement of cavalry; the molt 


_ decitive mode of a line gaining an enemy's flank, 
and by no means fo difficult as it is generally ſup- 


poſed; when practiſed on true »rinciples. The beſt 
direction for inſtruction is on an angle of forty-five 


with the front, which gains equal ground to front 
and flank. Suppoſe then, a diviſion ordered to in- 
cline to the right, on the above angle, from a halt.

Aluements of Ranks by Threes. 


AVALRY movements (whether taking ground 

to flanks or rear) are performed by this ope- 
ration with infinitely more facility, celerity, and 
accuracy than by any other yet diſcovered. It fim- 
plifies manceuvre ; enables troops r ſquadrons to 
move to the flanks, or rear, in hne or column, 
with as much caſe as infantry can by filing; and 


qualities cloſe column for taking up any poſition 


to its flanks or rear, without in the ſmalleſt degree 
extending its order, or requiring a greater pace 
during its march, than that on which it Was origi- 
nally formed. 

It this can be clearly demonſtrated, furely a 
movement ſo applicable and effentially uſeful to ca- 
valry, and which obviates almoſt the whole of the 
difficulties which have hitherto einbarraſſed and 
retarded its evolutions, will not tail to be generally 
attended to and adopted.

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COUNTER- MARCHING. 


"NDER the article of counter- r-marching, in 
this place, that which relates to diviſions in 
column only will be explained. The counter- 


march of a line of cavalry will come more pro- 


perly under the head of manoeuvre. 
'There are three ways of counter- clog an 
open column of cavalry by diviſions ; the ficlt is 


performed thus: 


A diviſion, ſuppoſe twelve files, 1s ordered. to 
counter-march : the right halt-divition, conſiſting 
of fix files, moves forward the length of its own 
front and halts: both half-diviſions are then to 
wheel about inwards, tliat is, the right halt-diviſtion 
wheels to the left about the left halt diviſion 
to the right about and halt.

XPERT rider are very aſcfal to a corps 


Ot cavalry, cither to maſk manceuvres of the

The men tor this purpoſe lhould 
he bold, enterpriſing, and good horſemen; the 
horſes ſtrong, active and well managed. They 


mould be ditpoſed along the tront or rear ; their | 
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intervals in proportion to their number, told off 
by alternate files, and be attentive not to open or 
cloſe too much. f 

The line or column adrancing, the right files 
may gallop forward fifty, ſixty, or as many yards 
as vill bring them within reach of the enemy, tire 
curbincs or piltols, or both. It the enemy 18 re- 
treating, the rear (left) files move through the 
intervals of the right files, tire as the others did, 
and thus relieve cach other as long as it may be

O operation of cavalry requires more atten- 
tion and regulation than that of advancing 


and retreatiny well in line. Whoever leads the 
| Tine or divition, ſhould pay the utmoſt attention to 


his putts of view, and lead the line perpendicular 
to its own front; two conſpicuous points to march 


on ſhould be taken, and n.ay be interlined by tults 


of grass, little hillocks, ones, weeds, or any other 


ſmall, tixed, objects that may prelent themſelves; 


he muſt be totally occupied in leading the diviſion 
perfectly Hraight to the tront, as the {malleſt de- 
Viation trom the perpendicular line in the centre 
is felt in a multiphed degree at the flanks, and 
vccations crowding and floating in the whole line.

Another circumſtance that is highly cilential to 
the quick movement of cavalry in line, though too 
frequently overlooked or diſregarded, is that of 
the rear rank molt ſcrupulouſly oblerving their 
diltance of a horſc's 
want of attention in this point, may principally be 
attributed the frequent irregularities obfervable in 
| lines of cavalry when at a gallop, and allo the 
greater number of what are called run away troop 
 horles. By the inattention of the rear rank in 
getting too clole to the front, vicir horles ftrike 
and wound the hind legs of thoſe of the front rank, 

_ who naturally make every effort to get out of 
_ their painful ſituation, become ungovernable, and 
break away out of the line. The writer of thele 
ſheets has frequently obſerved troop horſes aimolt 
worn out through age and ſervice, who, in a 
comtnon riding leſſon in the ſquare could with 
the utmoſt diſſiculty be forced ito a hand 
gallop, when in line, in the tront rank, and ad- 
vancing quick, from a recollection of pail inſurics, 
and the apprehention, or probably infliction of 
recent ones, burſt out of the ranks, and ablolutely 
run away with their riders. 

The oflicers and quarter- maſters in the rear, 
therefore, cannot be too VI! Zilant or attentive to 
the rear rank keeping their diſtance and managing 


their hortes properly: any inſtances of regularity 


ſhould be reported and puniſhed. 

To the injudicious and intemperate application 
of ſpurs alſo, molt of what arc called unſteady 
troop horles owe their character; and it is not the 
leatt neceſſary part of the duty of a riding matter 
to inculcate and entorce a moderate aud well- 
tuned ule of them 
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When the line halts from a charge, the centre 
ſhould kerp full up, or rather gain a little ground 
after the halt, in order to prevent any reining 
back on the flanks, than which nothing has a 
worſe appearance. On this occaſion the men's 
bodies thould Ican back more than uſual, and the 
fork, or ſeat, he preſſed cloſe to the centre of the 
ſaddle. Rupture is very frequently the con- 
ſequence of a man's body leaning forward at the 
moment of a halt. 

In advancing in line, three mounted men ſhould 
be placed in front covering each other, and ſixty 
or a hundred yards afundler, in a perpendicular 
line to the leader of the nes as points to march 
on; when the line approaches the firſt man, he 
mould gallop off, and place himſelt at the fame 
diltance in rear ot the other two, and thus alter 


nately as long as the line continues advancing. 


Of PACKS: 


HE regularity and perfect aniGemity of 

paces in a corps of cavalry are the beſt poth- 

ble teſts of 1ts dilcipline and horſemanthip ; thus, 

when a walk is ordered, every horſe ſhould walk, 
and no trotting be allowed on any account.

in preſence of an enemy. 

The baſis of the following manceuvres ſhall be 
the movement in ranks by threes, principally, —As. 
it has been hitherto very little Known in theory, 
to thoſe who are unacquainted with its propertics, 


it may not appear to the belt advantage : in prac- 


tice its ſuperiority mult be evident, and carry con- 
viction to every military mind. 

Diviſions may occaſionally file, when the ground 
is very bad; the intelligence ot officers will belt 
point out when it becomes neceſſary; but it ſhould 
leldom be adopted when the movement in ranks 
by threes 1s practicable, 

It may be necellary to ſay ſomething of the for- 
mation and fizing of troops in ſquadron; it the 
ſquadron is compoſed of two troops, the right 
troop ſhould be ſized in a rank intire, the talleſt 


man and horſe on the left, and in regular grada- 


tion till the loweſt are on the right. The lett troop 


has the talleſt man and horſe on the right, and the 


loweſt on the left. The right halt rank of the right

to the diviſions taking up their ground. In line, 5 
particularly, each officer commanding a diviſion, 
has two fixed points to form on and dreſs by, viz, 
his on guide, and that of the ſucceeding diviſion, 
and he is not abſolutely obliged to depend on, 
or wait for, the dretins of the diviſion formed 


up before lim. Without thole fixed points in 


kor ming column from line, or line from column, 
the ſucceeding diviſion when it comes up, finds 
the diviſion w hich it ought to cover, or dreſs by, 
unſteady and undreſt lt itſelf: : the reſult is obvious; 
a long time is required to form an indifferent, or 
perhaps a bad line, or column: in the former caſe 
it is performed regularly, rapidly, and correctly.
